WORLD’S BIGGEST SUBMARINE 
SEIZED NAZI MERCHANTSHIP 


Only France’s Surcouf Fits Descrip- 
tion of Vessel; Captured, 1100 
Miles Out in Atlantic. 

PARIS, Oct.5 (AP).—The world’s 


largest submarine, the 4300-ton Sur- 


couf, was reliably reported today 
to have been the French raider 
which captured a German merchant 
ship 1100 miles out in the Atlantic. 

Although the high command com- 
munique which announced the cap- 
ture yesterday did pot name the 
submarine, she was described by in- 
formed French circles as a “sub- 
marine corsair” which the French 
Navy built a few years ago as an 
experiment. 


“Jane’s Fighting Ships,” authori- 
tative naval annual, indicates that 
this description could fit only the 
far-ranging Surcouf, which has a 
cruising radius of 12,000 miles, has 
reached speeds of 19 knots, and car- 
ries her own seaplane. In tests, she 
has dived in two minutes. Her 
armament includes 22 torpedoes and 
eight guns. Her surface displace- 
ment is 2880 tons, submerged 4300.

Newspaper Says 900 Sail- 
ors Arrived at Bremer- 


haven After Docking 
Ship in Neutral Harbor. 


BERLIN, Oct. 5 (AP).—The 
newspaper Frankfurter Zeitung re- 
ported today that the crew of the 
German liner Bremen—more than 
900 men—returned to Bremerhaven 
last Friday after docking the ship 
in a neutral port. 

The newspaper did not identify 
the neutral port but said the Bre- 
men’s company, along with the 
crew of the steamship Iller, reached 
Bremerhaven on the steamship 


Sierra Cordoba. The Eller and 
Sierra Cordoba are both German 
vessels. 

The homecoming seamen _ re- 
ceived a cheering welcome, and the 
Bremen’s Captain, Adolf Aherns, 
was promoted to Commodore by 
order of Adolf Hitler. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung said the 
Bremen reached the neutral port 
safely. The newspaper added that 
numerous German ships on the 
high seas at the outbreak of the 
war tried either to reach their 
home ports or neutral harbors. 


Background 

The latest report on the where- 
abouts of the 51,73l-ton Bremen, 
$20,000,000 flagship of the German 
merchant fleet, was that carried to 
‘Oslo Tuesday by a sailor who said 
he saw it in Murmansk, Russian 
Arctic port, along with the 22,337- 
ton New York, three smaller Ger- 
man liners and 15 German freight- 
ers. 

The sailor said 800 members of 
the Bremen’s crew and 400 of the 
New York's had gone to Germany 
by way of Russia. 

The Bremen sailed from New 
York Aug. 30, only 36 hours before 
war started in Poland and four 
days before Britain declared war 
on Germany.

NEW YORK, Oct. 5 (AP).—Gro- 
ver Cleveland Bergdoll, World War 
draft dodger, was convicted today 
by a United States Army Court 
Martial which tried him on charges 
of desertion and escape from mili- 
tary custody. 

Bringing to a sudden climax the 
19-year-old case against the once 
wealthy Philadelphia playboy, the 
court went into a closed ‘ses- 
sion, from which it reported its 
verdict, after the defense had rested 
without offering any witnesses 
against the Government’s charges 
of desertion and escape. 

Earlier, the prosecution had 


rested after offering several wit- 
nesses and reading a faded let- 
ter asserting that Bergdoll had 
“no desire to escape” shortly be- 
fore he fled from the custody of 
two United States Army sergeants 
in 1920. : 

The letter had been written to a 
high War Department official by 
S. D, Ansell, one of. Bergdoll’s 
lawyers at the time, requesting 
that Bergdoll be permitted to go 
to Philadelphia to find a $150,000 
in gold “hidden in a metal box 
on the side of a mountain,” 

“He is wrought up for fear he 
may never recover the money,” 
the letter read. “He has no de- 
sire: to escape.” 

Bergdoll grinned briefly when 
the “no escape” remark was read. 
The 13 elderly United States Army 
officers hearing his case looked 
stern. 

The defendant, who surrendered 
last May, faces six years in prison 
under the charges in addition to 
the five-year sentence he was serv- 
ing when he escaped, 


Ex-Sergeant Testifies. 

The story of Bergdoll’s flight 
was recounted by John O’Hare, a 
former United States Army Ser- 
geant, who was one of the two 
guarding Bergdoll on the trip. 

O’Hare said Bergdoll disappeared 
after two days of pool playing and 
lounging in Bergdoll’s huge man- 
sion, 

“The last time I saw him,” O’Hare 
testified, “he was in the toilet on 
the second floor. He must have 
gone out through the window.” 

Eugene Stecker, the Bergdoll 
family chauffeur, told the story of 
the part he played in helping Berg- 
doll flee to Winnipeg, Man., and 
across Canada to Quebec, where 
they boarded a boat for London. 

The day before Bergdoll escaped, 
Stecker said, the slacker told him 
he was “going to beat it” and asked 
him to come along. 


Defense Pleas Denied. 

The way for the actual trial was 
cleared late yesterday by the tribu- 
nal’s overruling of Bergdoll’s con- 
tentions that the statute of limita- 
tions protected him from prosecu- 
tion, and that he had been placed 
in double jeopardy. 

He based his claim for statute of 
limitations protection on a conten- 
tion he spent seven years in the 
Philadelphia mansion of his mother 
during the 19-year period of his 

residence in Germany.

So far Russia has been winning 
the second great war. Without 
going to war against anybody, 
Soviet Russia has absorbed about 
half of Poland, brought the Baltic 
States under its control, and seized 
positions of strategic value in the 
Baltic Sea. It is now in process 
of extending its influence toward 
the Balkans. The question haunt- 
ing the Rumanians—to what de- 
gree? 

Until Saracoglu leaves Moscow 
nobody is likely to know. 

German Influence Decreased. 

The fact remains that by advanc- 
ing westward, Russia has decreased 
German influence in this part’ of 
the world and increased its own. 
Allied influence here is secondary 
for the simple reason that France 
and Britain are far away and on 
the defensive and Russia is very 
near and shifting its weight danger- 
ously. ) 

For years the Soviets have 
coveted Rumanian Bessarabia. It 
seems likely that the fate of this 
province is being considered now 
in Moscow. Since Russia is doing 
things on a large scale, it is pos- 
sible that it will express the inten- 
tion of increasing its hold on the 
Black Sea just as it has increased 
its hold on the Baltic. 

In this connection, it is interest- 
ing to recall that during the last 
two years, France and Britain 
toyed with the idea of converting 
Constanza into a naval base—this 
with gleeful Rumanian approval. 
They finally dropped the idea on 
the theory that the Dardanelles 
were more important and that 
friendship with Turkey would in- 
sure the maintenance of the Dar- 
danelles on the Allied side. 

Pressure Applied to Turks. 

Today, Russia is believed to be 
toying with the idea of taking over 
Constanza and making it into a 
naval base. Nobody here knows 
for sure. But it seems certain 
that Russian pressure is being ap- 
plied to the Turks, and that if 
this pressure is strong, the Darda- 
nelles, will come more under Rus- 
sian control than allied control.

Communists Ordered Arested. 

An order was issued for the ar- 
rest of two deputies of the party, 
Florimond Bonte, 49-year-old journ- 
alist, and Arthur Ramette, 42-year- 
old mechanic. 

The official journal published no- 
tices of the suspension of 39 muni- 
cipal councils in various depart- 
ments in which Communist ele- 
ments had held power. 

In an official decree, apparently 
aimed at muzzling Communist 
Deputies who have been urging 
peace talks with the Reich, Pre- 
mier Daladier sent Parliament on 
vacation. 

The action stripped the Deputies 

of the parliamentary immunities 
they have enjoyed since Parliament 
Was summoned in extraordinary 
session Sept. 2. 
' The general staff’ communique 
this morning reported only “in- 
termittent artillery actions at dif- 
ferent points on the front.”

Daladier conferred last night at 
the War Ministry with United 
States Ambassador William C. Bul- 
litt. An Embassy official said their 
talk was of “routine matters.” 

The Premier disclosed he had 
signed an agreement with Stefan 
Osusky, still recognized as Czech 
Minister, for reconstitution of the 
Czech army in France, bringing 
new manpower to the Allied cause. 

“German Peace Talk a Trap.” 

In the three-hour session of the 
Foreign Affairs Commitee of the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday, 
Premier Daladier was reported to 
have said that German talk of 
peace was a “trap” designed for 
internal propaganda purposes in 
the Reich. 

No concrete proposal has been 
made to France, he asserted,. But

The skipper, Capt. John Ander- 
son, retired Yangtze River pilot, 
sailed in the Taiping from Shang- 
hai. He accompanied Halliburton’s 
junk until they ran into the typhoon. 
He has not seen the explorer since. 

Halliburtons death has been ac- 
cepted generally for several weeks. 

Capt. Anderson, his 25-year-old 
wife and four men, battered and 
tossed for weeks in their 50-foot 
boat, were sighted off Northern 
Vaucouver Island by the Coast Sur- 
vey ship Discoverer after 105 days 
on the Pacific. 

Lost Since July 14. 

“Almost hysterical, they were 
waving white rags on long bamboo 
poles and shouting ‘We’re lost,’” 
said Lieutenant-Commander G. C. 
Jones of the Discoverer. 

The Taiping had been lost and 
completely out of touch with the 
world since July 14, when it re- 
ceived food from the liner President 
Coolidge, 600 miles east of Yoko- 
hama. It had no radio. 

“They didn’t know a war is on 
in Europe,” Commander Jones said.

BRITISH SUBMARINE 
ESCAPES AFTER IT IS 
DAMAGED IN FIGHT 


Lies on Bottom While Depth 
Bombs Are Dropped— 
Rises, Calls Aid. 


LONDON, Oct. 5 (AP).—A pur- 
ported eye-witness account of 42 
British submarine’s lying at the 
bottom of the sea with its peri- 
scope blow off by German depth 
charges while its crew held a 
“sweepstakes” on when the next 
explosion would come was dis- 
tributed to the British press to- 
day. : 

The submarine was said to have 
been rescued eventually by cruis- 
ers and an aircraft carrier just 
as enemy planes appeared. By that 
time the submarine had risen to 
the surface. 

The account said finally when 
“all was ready for what they be- 
lieved would be their last fight, 
they blew the tanks and... rose 
to the surface.” 

The pressure inside the hull had 
been raised to a dangerous point 
and the captain guarded against 
being blown through the hatch 
when it was opened by having a 
200-pound signalman hold him by 
his legs. 

The crew emerged at night, with 
the wireless smashed, communica- 
tion pipes crushed and engines dis- 
abled. 

Eventually the crew mad suffi- 
cient repairs to sail slowly away 
and call for help. 

“An air attack by the enemy 
bombing planes crumbled under the 
anti-aircraft fire of the cruisers 
and the attacks of fighters sent 
up by the carrier,” the report said. 

The submarine was returned to 
its base after the battle, said the 
official account, which withheld the 
vessel’s name,

| JEFFERSON CITY, Oct, 5. — 
‘The Missouri Conservation Com- 
‘mission announced today the final 


draft of its revision of the State 
‘hunting and fishing regulations, 
‘after months of investigation and 


hearings. The new regulations 
adopted by the cOmmission will be- 
come effective on Jan. 1. 

Among a number of changes in 
the license provisions the new reg- 
ulations will require women to 
have licenses to fish and will re- 
quire all persons fishing within the 
county in which they reside to have 
fishing licenses. 

Under existing regulations women 
are exempt from fishing license 
requirements anywhere in the 
State, and men fishing within the 
|counties in which they reside are 
‘not required to have fishing li- 
censes, The price of the.new coun- 
‘ty license will be $1, which also 
‘will allow the holder to- hunt and 
trap within the county in which 
he resides. The price of the State- 
wide fishing license will be $1, as 
present. 

Commission officials said there 
had been a substantial increase in 
the last two or three years in the 
number. of women who fish in Mis- 
souri streams. It was estimated 
that during holiday periods at 
some of the more popular resort 
areas in Missouri, about 30 per 
cent of the persons actively fish- 
ing were women. 

The commission’s new regula- 
tions include a few changes from 
tentative regulations proposed last 
August. The tentative draft was 
announced at that time, to permit 
sportsmen and others to make sug- 
gestions to the commission before 
adoption of the final draft. 


First General Revision, 


This is the first general revi- 
sion of the hunting and fishing 
regulations by the commission, 
which was created by vote of the 
people of the State, effective July 
1, 1937, to establish a new conser- 
vation system in Missouri and to 
take conservation activities out of 
politics. 

The commission plans:to distri- 
bute about a half-million copies of 
the new regulations to sportsmen 
and others interested. 

One of the major changes relat- 
ing to fishing is to prohibit all fish- 
ing in the State between Jan. 1 and 
May 15, with the exception of trout 
fishing in State parks, The trout 
season will open March 1, as hefe- 
tofore, inside the Roaring. River, 
Bennett Spring and Montauk State 
parks. The elimination of all fish- 
ing between Jan. 1 and May 1), with 
the one exception, is to provide 
more protection for game fish from 
fishermen who take game fish while 
ostensibly fishing for other species 

The new Open season on biack 
bass, rock bass, red-eye and gogzgie- 
eye will be from June 15 to Dec. 31 
of each year. Heretofore the sea- 
son for these fish has opened on 
May 30 and extended to April 1 of 
the following year. The June 15 
opening date was adopted because 
bass are said to spawn in Missouri 
streams as late as June 15. 

Missouri fishermen may have to 
include rulers or tapelines in their 
equipment because of changes in 
the minimum length of fish that 
anglers are permitted to take. 


New Fishing Rules. 


The new fishing regulations which 
become effective the first of the 
year, with the open season, creel 
limits and minimum size, are as 
follows: ! 

Black bass, all species, June 15- 
Dec, 31; limit 8 in a day, 12 in pos- 
session; minimum length, 10 inche/ 
(now eight inches). 

Rock bass, red-eye, goggie-eye, 
June 15-Dec, 31; 12 im one day, 18 
in possession; minimum, six inches 
(now five). 

Crappie, May 15-Dec. 31; 12 in one 
day, 18 in possesgion; minimum, 7 
inches (now six). 

Jack Salmon or wall-eyed pike, 
May 15-Dec, 31; four in one day, six

Under the new regulations, a 
fisherman may not legally have in 
‘his possession more than a total of 
25 of the above-named spécies of 
fish. 

Warmouth bass, sunfish, black 
perch, all species, May 15-Dec. 31; 
25 in one day, 25 in possession; no 
minimum size. 

Drum, sheepshead or white perch, 
May 15-Dec. 31, 25 in one day, 25 
in possession; minimum, nine 
inches. 

Minnows, May 14-Dec. 31, limit of 
50 may be trapped in one day, not 
more than 100 in possession, except 
by licensed bait dealers. 

The open season on carp and gar 
will be May 15 to Dec. 31, with no 
creel limits. 

On all other fish, not listed above, 
the season will be May 15 to Dec. 
31. Not more than 25 pounds may 
be taken in a day by one person, or 
for one boat, regardless of the num- 
ber of occupants, with a limit of 50 


pounds in possession. This does not 


apply to holders of seining permits 
for the Missouri and Mississippi 
rivers. 

Protection of Frogs. 


The regulations establish an open 
season of May 15-Dec, 31 on frogs, 
not now protected, with the re- 
mainder of the year closed. The 
limit will be 15 in one day, 20 in 


possession, with no minimum size. 
A like open season is also estab- 
lished for mussels, with no limit 
‘on the take. The pickerel open 
season will be May 15-Dec. 31, with 
a limit of four in one day, six in 
possession and a minimum length 
of 13 inches. 

The commission added sturgeon, 
hackleback and spoonbill catfish 
to the species which may be taken 
by gig. 

No change was made by the com- 
mission in the open season for 
quail, from Nov. 10 to Dec. 31, nor 
in the bag limit of 10 in one day 
and 15 in possession. However, the 
new regulations will prohibit the 
hunting of rabbits, squirrels or 
woodchucks during the period of 
Nov. 1-9 inclusive, as an additional 
protection for quail just before the 
opening of the quail season. 


This results in a nine-day closed 
season for rabbits, hitherto unpro- 
tected by the game laws. The com- 
mission abandoned an earlier pro- 
posal to permit rabbit hunting only 
between July 1 and Oct. 15, and 
between Nov. 10 and Jan. 31, with 
a bag limit of 20 in one day and 
30 in possession, 


Squirrel Season Shortened. 


The squirrel season will be open 
from Aug. 1 to Oct. 31 and from 
Nov. 10 to Dec. 31, with a limit of 
six in one day, nine in possession. 
The present open season is June 1 
to Nov. 30, with a daily limit of 10. 

Open season for taking fur-bear- 
“Ye! —— will extend from Dec. 

© Jan. 31, includi Opossum 
muskrat, skunk, spotted skunk, 
civet, weasel, mink and gray fox. 
The present open season on fur- 
bearing animals is from Nov. 15 to 
Jan. 15. Fully protected fur-bear- 
ers under the new regulations are 
red fox, raccoon and beaver. 

In revising license provisions, the 
commission made no change in the 
resident State-wide hunting, trap- 
ping and fighing permit for $2.50 a 
year.

FARM RELIEF INGREASE

Few Able to Sow Wheat — 
Soaking Rain Needed to 
Prevent Dust Storms. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP).— 
Agriculture Department officials 


gwaid toduy that they anticipated a 
sharp increase in the farm relief 
load in the so-called dust bowl re- 
gion of the Great Plains as a re- 
sult of the late summer and fall 
drouth. 

Farming has been brought to a 
virtual: standstill, they said, in a 
wide expanse of territory extending 
from the Rocky Mountains eastward 
into the Mississippi Valley and from 
the Dakotas into Texas. 

Although this region normally 
produces the bulk of the country’s 
wheat crop, only a small percentage 
of farmers has been able to seed or 


winter wheat normally is sown in 
September and early October. 

Crop and weather bureau officials 
said that drouth conditions were 
more severe than in the autumns 
preceding the disastrous drouths of 
1934 and 1936. In those years, the 
Government was called on to ex- 
tend financial aid to thousands of 
farmers. 

The weather bureau reported that 
last month was the driest Septem- 
ber of record in some interior sec- 
tions of the country. Aggravating 
the dry situation were abnormally 
high temperatures in the Midwest. 

Drouth conditions were especially 
severe, the weather bureau said, in 
the lower plains area, where wells 
were failing and most streams were 
dry. As a consequence, many farm- 
ers must haul water for stock. Pas- 
tures have been burned, and late 
crops, particularly late corn and 
grain sorghums, have been dam- 
aged. 


Officials said that unless soaking 


rains fall soon, destructive dust 
storms may be expected. Several 
already have been reported in West- 
ern Kansas and Western Oklahoma.

How Britain’s 
Shell Factories 
Feed | the Guns 


A Visit to Model 
Plant Going Full 
Blast 24 Hours a 
Day.

IN BRITAIN’S BACK COUNTRY, 
Oct. 5. 

IGHT and day, seven days a 

week, forges roar and cylinders 

spin and men labor at an un- 
broken rhythm, turning out tens 
of thousands of anti-aircraft shells 
in a nameless plant in this name- 
less town. For more than 12 
months now, they have been pro- 
ducing these new-model shells, at 
the rate of considerably above 
1,000,000 a year in this one plant 
alone. Many similar plants are op- 
erating in the British Isles and 
others are already producing or 
soon will be in Canada and Aus- 
tralia. 

Here we have just visited the 
parent model plant for Britain’s 
3.7-inch anti-aircraft shells—a fac- 
tory also notable because it was 
converted from the commercial 
manufacture of steel tubings to 
mass production of munitions only 
a little more than a year ago. We 
found it running with clockwork 
efficiency. We followed its intri- 
eate manufacturing proces- through 
from raw steel ingot to projec- 
tile. 

This is the shell for British anti- 
aircraft guns of astonishing, al- 
most unprecedented power. We 
saw these shells heaped up in piles 
of 20,000 each. They were ready 
for the final act—adjustment of 
eartridge cases and explosive fuses. 


German Machines Used. 


No one would have guessed that 
this plant had not been making 
shells for many years. We watched 
expert workmen swing glowing 10- 
inch ingots out of furnaces into 
piercing machines where they are 
shaped into hollow, rounded urns 
of steel. We saw cutting machines 
smooth and shape their outer sur- 
faces. These machines are called 
roughing automatics and are the 
only German-made machines in the 
plant—bearing the legend, Hasse 
& Wrede, Berlin. But the British 
today have their own type of rough- 
ing automatics in the majority of 
their anti-aircraft shell factories. 
American lathes also are being 
used here, while the remainder of 
the equipment is British. 

In the past forging and machin- 
ing of shells has been done in 
separate establishments, perhaps 
miles apart. Here we found the 
entire manufacture of a shel] be- 
ing completed under a single roof 
on mass production lines which 
have been perfected through the 
co-operation of British industrial- 


lists with Government munitions ex- 


perts. The new method of forging 
now in use saves labor and is said 
to be much cheaper than former 
methods, while one boring process 
has been eliminated altogether. 

In fact, the speedup achieved by 
recent improvements was evidenced 
as we proceeded from one step to 
another in the manufacture of 
shells. We were informed that forg- 
ing and machining improvements 
now make it possible for Britain to 
produce anti-aircraft shells up to 
six times faster than the rate at 
which they were produced during 
the most efficient period of the 
World War. Since 1934 labor oper- 
atives have also been reduced from 
25 to as much as 50 percent. Mean- 
while, the speedup has steadily re- 
duced costs which, it is stated, are 
still going down. 


Use Men Only So Far. 


At present, men only are em- 
ployed in this plant. But officials 
estimate that approximately 40 per 
cent of the work can be done by 
women, if the necessity should 
arise, and plans for every exigency 
are already formulated.

Reporter Tours Maginot Forts, 
Thinks Line Is Impregnable 


Looks at Landscape Through Gun Barrel— 
Likens Underground Chambers to 
Battleship or Bank Vault.

SOMEWHERE ON ‘‘HE MAGI- 
NOT LINE, Oct. 3 (Delayed). 

T first, one cannot see any- 
A ting. Then, gradually the blur 

swims away and the field of 
vision adjusts. It is completely 
round. One sees a closely cut field, 
sloping away. It is flanked by 
bushes. Beyond is a wood. That 
is all. Yet to me, it is one of 
the most amazing landscapes in 
the world, 
For I am seeing through a gun 
barrel in a turret of an almost 
subterranean fort on the Maginot 
line. There is nothing lihe it in 
the world. So far as the officers 
off the line know, no newspaper 
men ever before have been per- 
mitted to visit and fully describe 
a section of this line, unless Win- 
ston Churchill is classed as a news- 
paper man. Some foreign military 
men have had the privilege, notably 
American military attaches, Col. 
Horace Fuller and _  Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sumner Waite, in whom 
the French have unlimited con- 
fidence. But no foreigners and 
few French outside the army have 
seen it during the war. 


Barbed Wire and Rails. 


From the outside, the great 
chain of fortifications known as 
the Maginot line is almost invisi- 
ble. In this section, green, well- 
wooded hills sweep away to right 
and left. From the road one can 
see plenty of barbed wire and oc- 
casional bristling clumps of rails 
emerging like prehistoric slender 
monoliths from the ground, to halt 
tanks But nothing else. No, not 
quite nothing. There on the hill- 
side is a round spect, a sort of flat 
dome, like a mushroom without a 
stem. It is camouflaged like 
autumn landscape—France has put 
its camouflage in the hands of 
painters like Picasso and Dunoyer 
de Sagonzac and what they don't 
know about color values _ isn't 
worth knowing—but one can see it 
all the same. For this is a mush- 
room of solid steel, many inches 


thick—strong enough to resist sev- 
eral direct hits with the largest 
enemy shells. 

At present, the stemless steel 
mushroom has sprouted and from 
outside must look like a fancy 
pillbox, from which extends, just 
above the ground, the brown bar- 
rel of the particular 75 through 
which I am looking. 


Then the gunner pulls levers, the 
gun retires, and the turret sinks 
until its 18-inch steel roof hugs 
the ground. Each work in the 
Maginot -line has several such 
mushrooms. This particular fort- 
ress—called the Ouvrage Moyen — 
is several hundred feet long yet 
has nothing visible above ground 
but its mushrooms and, on the side 
from which attack is most likely, 
one single casemate—exposed sur- 
face like the gigantic eye of some 
surrealist painting. Within this 
eye—faced with impenetrable steel 
—are what might be considered as 
two pupils. One pupil is a field 
gun, the other a double-barreled 


heavy machine gun. 


Forts Fitted to Terrain. 

For the rest, the fort is invisible. 
So are nearly all the other links in 
this chain of modern mail, for they 
are fitted to the conformation of 
hills and valleys and protected by 
30 or 40 feet of solid earth often 
topped by forests. 

The French have sunk their wall 
deep into the ground, thereby mak- 
ing of all France—at least behind 
this frontier—the most impregnable 
stronghold the world has ever seen. 
Inside, it is much like a gigantic 
battleship and something like a 
bank vault. The whole is airtight. 
Everything within works by elec- 
tricity, generated in local dynamos. 
Food, water, oil and munitions for 
months are stored so deep that 
enemy shells could never jar them. 

Enemy sappers who conceivably 
might, from without, drive galleries 
to the forts must meet almost in- 
destructible concrete walls. The 
forts are air-conditioned by elec-

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10 SEEK WAY FOR 
‘OPEN CAMPAIN

VERDUN, Oct. 5. 
HERE do the German armies 
Wz from here? To win this-war 
and save his government Adolf 
Hitler has to seek a field on which 
he can renew his war of movement 
with which he crushed Poland. 


French military authorities I 
have met during the last few days 
at the front admit that Hitler can, 
if he chooses, within one week con- 
centrate sufficient forces for an 
attack on Holland, Belgium, Swit- 
zerland, or some combination of 
the three, while refraining from 
breaking his own nose against the 
Maginot line. 


What are his chances: of suc- 
cess? 

To begin with he has a relatively 
limited time in which to start. The 
French staff gives him a month. 
Secondly, he should need the same 
elements of superiority that he haa 
in Poland, Hig chief trump in the 
Polish campaign was that the Poles 
were not really ready, their mobili- 
zation was incomplete and they 
were wrongly distributed for war 
against the Reich. 


Situation in France. 


The situation in France is ex- 
actly opposite. Poland’s sacrifice 
has given the French an opportu- 
nity to complete their mobilization 
and concentration of troops under 
practically ideal circumstances, Hit- 
ler, in Poland, disposed an abso- 
lutely crushing superiority of avia- 
tion. Against 2000 to 3000 German 
first-class airplanes, the Poles 
pitted exactly 360. With this su- 
periority Hitler practically obliter- 
ated the Polish bases before’ the 
Poles could start. 


But Der Fuehrer could not do 
this in France even if he had the 
same air superiority as in Poland. 
The French have not the slightest 
notion of allowing the Germans to 
wipe out their concentrations from 
the air. At least a third of France 
is in the “army zone.” This corre- 
spondent, during considerable travel 
through this zone, never saw any 
large body of French troops. He 
suspects that there are none. 


A plenitude of motor transport 
permits the French troops to scat- 
ter reserves and reinforcements 
throughout a vast area, A vicious 
air attack over any one locality 
could at most kill a few. Yet Ger- 
man bombers might try to interfere 
with these French motor communi- 
cations so as to prevent reinforce- 
ments from reaching weak spots 
They could succeed only if they 
controlled the air as in Poland, 


Question of Air Control. 


Hitler does not control the air. 
Conceivably, he still has more first- 
Class warplanes than France and 
Britain combined. But his chief 
superiority is in bombers. Bomb- 
ers can be hindered or destroyed 
by pursuit planes. Here the democ- 
racies are strong. Thanks consid- 
erably to American Curtiss pursuit 
planes, it can be said that the 
French are qualitatively superior 
to the Germans. 


French official figures on aerial 
combat show eight pursuiters lost 
for the French and British and 
24 for the Germans, thus far in 
this war. Young French aviators 
have told this correspondent of 
their enthusiasm for the Curtiss 
planes which they are flying. In 
one combat—still hardly known— 
six French Curtiss machines at-

FTER 21 days under fire when 
Americans, as well as other 
foreigners, had resigned them- 
selves to destruction or surrender, 
we were given just 30 minutes to 
escape with protection, from be- 
sieged Warsaw. 
With the little baggage we had 
been able to hang onto, we waited 
for two hours at the sandbagged 
Hotel Bristol, while, in 50 diplo- 
matic cars and 80 dilapidated Pol- 
ish army trucks, a motley crew of 
1200 people from 30 nations as- 
sembled. 
A two-hour “armistice” was de- 
clared in the bombing of Warsaw 
to permit the evacuating of for- 
eigners but German planes con- 
tinued droning overhead, dropping 
leaflets saying, “Poles surrender. 
The Government has deserted you. 
Give up your arms. Unless you 
do so, we will be obliged to bomb 
and shell your city.” 
The Poles with us joined in bit- 
ter laughter. Shrapnel kept fall- 
ing as anti-aircraft continued fir- 
ing. We crossed the Vistula, and 
passed the first barricades. Some- 
one noticed that looming across 
the river was the famous column 
of the ero, Sigusmann. The leg- 
end is that when his sword falls 
from his hand Warsaw will be in 
danger.

We passed through razed Praga, 
by sad looking, ineffectual barbed 
wire barricades, occasional soldiers, 
and saw guns poking from ruins 
and ditches. The diplomats rum- 
bled across no man’s land in their 
cars, but we 1200 were obliged to 
leave our trucks and trudge across 
the shell torn ground, with popping 
artillery in the distance on both 
sides. 

I lost my suitcase while helping 
a woman and baby but it mysteri- 
ously turned up at Koenigsberg.

Proceeding north over captured 
Polish territory our caravan passed 
hundreds of Nazi ammunition wag- 
ons, guns and ‘oldiers going to 
Warsaw. Passing through the re- 
mains of Polish villages, we saw 
frightened Polish women and chil- 
dren and many German soldiers. 
At Nasielk we boarded a waiting 
train from East Prussia with a 
seat for everyone in first and sec- 
ond class coaches. In the buffet 
car we were served milk, meat 
sandwiches and beer. Later con- 
ductors and soldiers gave us much 
Sausage, bread and butter. Only 
later did we find that these things 
were difficult for the Germans to 
obtain. 


As Prisoners Watched. 


At another station we found ta- 
bles laden with all the food we 
wanted, but few of us noted across 
the platform a freight train with 
the slats removed from the ends 
of the cars and wistful Polish pris- 
oners watching hungrily. 

We passed several great air- 
dromes with 100 planes each but 
there was no activity. After the 
best night’s rest many of us had 
had for weeks, we arrived at Koe- 
nigsberg at 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, were hustled into the sta- 
tion, where our passports were 
taken, and kept waiting there four 
hours, fed luxuriously by Nazi 
girls. : 

Finally, the Germans began call- 
ing our names, with the Italians 
receiving the first special atten- 
tion. In calling Americans, the 
Nazis segregated Jews and : Ne- 
groes from the others. Two English 
women and several Poles and 
some Chinese whose papers were 
out of order were bustled off in a 
bus to detention barracks, 15 miles 
from Koenigsberg, while the rest of 
us eventually went in the other di- 
rection—to Riga.

ginning by the Waterstaat. 

Despite its fearsome name, the 
“Waterstaat” is not a terrible mon- 
ster, all fangs and claws and hiss- 
ing breath. It is the Department 
of Holland’s government, which 
has charge of the country’s hypge 
dikes and of the intricate system 
by which they are maintained. 

In peace the main duty of the 
Waterstaat is to keep the North 
Sea out of Holland. In war its 
main duty would be to let the 
North Sea into Holland. Should the 
Waterstaat get the word of com- 
mand to open the dikes, at the 
first moment of Nazi invasion, Hit- 
ler may live to rue the day on 
which he commanded German sol- 
diers to cross from Germany into 
the Netherlands. 


Importance of Holland’s Dikes 


Few realize the importance of 
dikes to the Dutch nation. It is a 
case of no dikes, no Holland. Much 
of the country’s surface is below 
sea level. Most of it is protected 
by natural sand dunes, But the 
rest, situated behind big gaps in 
that natural wall, would be at the 
mercy of the sea were it not for 
the high and enormously strong 
barriers which for centuries have 
resisted the most savage onslaughts 
of the waters, enabling the indus- 
trious Dutch to cultivate in safety 
their salt-drenched, fertile fields, 
Through those centuries the Wa- 
terstaat has constantly added 
height and strength to the dikes, 
There have been dikes in Holland 
for nearly 1000 years. Even the 
Hollanders of centuries 
ago realized that, unless they did 


something about it, the sea would 


swallow up their homes in the low 
marshlands around the mouth of 
the Rhine. So they built rude de- 
fenses, of mud interlaced with 
twigs, against the menacing waters. 

I have walked along a Dutch 
road and suddenly seen masts and 
sails moving along a canal appar- 
ently without any vessel connected 
with them. Closer scrutiny showed 
that the vessel’s hull was invisible 
because of the banks of the canal,

WHY HITLER IS WORRIED. 

Hitler is complaining that Mr. Chamberlain's 
speech of Tuesday in the House of Commons did 
not give a clear reply to the recent German-Russian 
peace declaration. The intimation is that he hopes 
to bully France and Britain into a more conciliatory 
attitude.

Europe. More than that, Hitler has been pushed 
far away from the coveted Ukraine and the Rus- 
sian army bars him from a direct invasion of the 
badly needed Rumanian oil fields. 

Hitler, who is about to address the Reichstag on 
the subject of peace, may well be perplexed at the 
position he finds himself in. He has acquired Danzig, 
the Corridor, Upper Silesia and other parts of Poland 
by force of arms, although he probably could have 
had the sections of Poland which seem vital to him 
if he had been willing to negotiate. He must now 
realize that he has paid a tremendous price for his 
gains. The price includes a war in which he faces 
the great French army and the powerful English 
navy, which has placed a strangling blockade on Ger- 
man overseas commerce. His ally, Italy, is a big 
question mark. Even if Italy were eager to enter 
the war on the side of Hitler, which is highly doubt- 
ful, it may be that Italy’s participation would be 
more of a handicap than a help. Spain, another 
potential ally, is also a question mark. 

Altogether, Hitler finds himself in an exceedingly 
dangerous position, with war in the West and with 
Russia playing a commanding part in the East. It 
is certain that the Allies are not going to col- 
lapse at any threats that Hitler might make before 
the Reichstag. If he has a peace offer to make, 
it will not only have to meet the complete satisfac- 
tion of the Allies but will have to be guaranteed 
in an iron-clad manner. Just how any such agree- 
ment signed by Hitler could be guaranteed nobody 
knows. 

If the peace proposal falls through, there does not 
seem to be any prospect that the war will end until 
Germany is exhausted by the blockade. In that 
event, Britain and France, too, would be seriously 
weakened Assuming that Russia continues to stand 
on the sid@lines, except to seize what she wants from 
time to time at no cost to herself, she is likely to 
be the only eventual winner of the war. 

No doubt this thought is running ‘not only through 
the mind of Hitler but also through the minds of 
Chamberlain and Daladier. Whatever sincerity: may 
lie in the various discussions of peace probably has 
its basis in the realization of all the Western Pow- 
ers that they may be fighting the war not for them- 
selves but for Russia. 

SILENT TREATMENT FOR BROTHER CHARLIE. 

The Robert A. Taft presidential boom is under 
full steam, and the first shipment of campaign litera- 
ture has just arrived. There are numerous absorbing 
documents, of which the most fascinating is a leaflet 
devoted to the candidate’s biography and record. 

Our attention is drawn to the section about Sena- 
tor Taft’s family tree, and it is a distinguished one. 
The Tafts have been civic and public leaders in Cin- 
cinnati and the nation for three generations,’ the 
biographer says. Robert Taft’s grandfather was a 
State Judge, Secretary of War, United States Attor- 
ney-General and Minister to Russia. His father (in 
large italic type) was Governor-General of the Phil- 
ippines, Secretary of War, President of the United 
States and Chief Justice of the Supreme Court. His 
sister is Dean of Bryn Mawr College. His mother 
is a daughter of a former United States District 
Attorney. His wife’s father was Solicitor-General of 
the United States. 

All this is very interesting detail, but there seems 
to be somebody omitted. Where is the Senator’s 
brother, Charles P. Taft, who also has added luster 
to the family name, in helping clean up Cincinnati’s 
government, attacking the national relief problem, 
helping settle labor troubles and holding a variety 
of official positions? He isn’t found in the catalog 
of Tafts, but appears only at the bottom of the 
column as a member of the Senator’s law firm. 

Some people have been so unkind as to say that 
the wrong Taft brother was elected to the Senate 
and boomed for the presidency. Brother Bob’s silent 
treatment of Brother Charlie now presents them an- 
other occasion for carping remarks. 
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TAMING THE U-BOAT TERROR. 

Britain has scored no spectacular military suc- 
cesses in the war thus far, but the record against 
the submarine, as recounted in a dispatch by Robert 
J. Casey yesterday, must be more than satisfying to 
British officials and citizens. No exact figures are 
Casey’s information, from “an 
authentic neutral source,” is that half of the Nazis’ 
submarine fleet is crippled, captured or on the bot- 
tom, and the remainder is reported blockaded in its 
home ports. 

The figures on U-boat activity correspond closely 
with this data. Sinkings of merchant craft have been 
tapering off to only one or two British vessels per 
week and a few neutrals. Total losses have been 
about 200,000 tons since the war began, a figure that 
must be compared with the 626,000 tons of April, 
1917, when unrestricted submarine warfare was at 
its height. Pees 

The submarine came very close to winning’ the 
World War for Germany. At one time, Britain had 
and @ two-week food supply on hand. Walter

aerial weapons have played-their part. If these have 
succeeded in removing Britain's haunting fear of be- 
ing starved out, there is good reason for its spokes- 
men’s precenaed determination to finish the job. 
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AN ILL-TIMED RADIO RULE. 

A new rule of the Code Committee of the National 
Association of Broadcasters, radio’s trade associa- 
tion, requires its members to refrain from selling 
time for the discussion of controversial issues. What- 
ever may be said for this rule, it takes effect at 
almost the worst possible time. 

The Rev. Charles E. Coughlin, chief radio con- 
troversialist affected, is deep in the fight over the 
arms embargo. He wants the embargo retained and 
so do thousands of his followers. They will conclude, 
and plausibility appears to be on their side, that the 
rule was devised to shut off a voice which might 
otherwise have been a factor in the national debate. 

This is the interpretation in essence of one of the 
member stations in St. Louis, WEW, at St. Louis 
University. The Rev. Wallace A. Burk, its super- 
visor, says in protest against the rule that it was 
“specifically designed to bar Father Coughlin” and 
thus “limits, curtails and destroys the constitutional 
right of free speech.” The N. A. B. is without power 
to enforce the rule other than as it regulates the 
conditions of membership in the association. Regard- 
less of how many stations favor the rule—the N. A. B. 
membership includes 437 stations or 92 per cent of 
commercial radio—there will be much criticism and 
opposition. 

The operators of radio do not feel that they are 
violating freedom of speech. On the contrary, they 
think they are bringing a greater measure of fair- 
ness to the discussion of controversial issues on the 
air. This is an old problem, one that antedates 
Father Coughlin’s emergence as the radio priest of 
Royal Oak’s Shrine of the Little Flower. 

The discussion of controversial issues on the air 
should be on an equitable basis. One side should 
not enjoy a great advantage over the other because 
it has the larger pocketbook and can buy more time 
and national hookups. Neither should stations be 
embarrassed by intemperate attacks on individuals 
and religious groups—Judge Rutherford’s assaults on 
the Catholic Church come to mind—by persons who 
have purchased radio time and regard themselves 
as free to say whatever they please. By confining 
controversial issues to free time and public forum 
programs, radio hopes to remove the advantage en- 
joyed by moneyed groups, and bring a better balance 
to such broadcasting. 

But after this is said, the fact remains that the 
National Association of Broadcasters selected a most 
unfortunate time to put its rule into effect. The 
time is so badly chosen that application of the rule 
should be delayed until after conclusion of the neu- 
trality debate. The rule has been in the making a 
long time; delay of a few weeks would make little 
difference other than to remove the basis for the com- 
plaint that Father Coughlin is being cut off the air 
in an hour when public debate should be encouraged 
and no man’s mouth stopped.

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A WEEK FOR MR. GRAVES’ ANSWER. 

The Missouri Supreme Court has given W. W. 
Graves Jr.. Prosecuting Attorney of Jackson County, 
one week in which to reply to the suit of Attorney- 
General McKittrick to remove Graves from office. 
That is long enough. Graves has known for months 
that he would have to answer before the law for 
his deliberate failure to perform the duties of his 
office. It is now nine months since Gov. Stark 
called for Graves’ ouster and five months since 
the suit was filed. Graves has had ample notice 
to get his answer ready. He is scheduled to go to 
trial this month. There should be no delay. This 
blight on law and order and justice in Missouri has 
already existed for too long. When, we ask again, 
is the State Bar Committee going to perform its 
obvious duty of bringing disbarment proceedings 
against this faithless public officer and lawyer? 
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Two Chicago election officials have been sentenced 
to jail. Maybe even Chicago politics can be cleaned 
up. Hope springs eternal. 
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PUZZLES IN THE “NEUTRALITY ZONE.” 

The 21 American republics’ creation of a “neutral- 
ity zone,” encircling the two continents from Cape 
Horn to Canada, is intended to keep the European 
war out of this hemisphere, but it offers numerous 
puzzling questions. 

How, in the first place, is this barrier against “hos- 
tile acts on the part of any non-American bellig- 
erent” going to he enforced? Efforts will be made 
through diplomatic channels to obtain the war- 
ring nations’ recognition of the zone. But sup- 
pose they refuse to accept the extension of terri- 
torial waters from the three- and 12-mile limits ac- 
cepted in international law to a vast zone extend- 
ing at some points 600 miles from the mainland? 

If naval craft patrol this area, how will they 
make good the ban on belligerent activities? Sup- 
pose an American cruiser sights a submarine sink- 
ing a merchant ship; will it open fire, attempt to 
capture the U-boat or merely deliver an admonition? 
This is no academie problem, since a German com- 
merce raider now is operating off the Brazilian 
coast, and sank a British freighter a few days ago. | 
In addition, German submarines have been reported 
off the American coasts. 

The American nations suffered serious losses, in 
shipping and lives, from the activities of sea raid- 
ers, in the World War. Their sovereignties were vio- 
tated on numerous occasions. As a result, 14 of 
the 21 nations went to war with Germany or 
severed diplomatic relations, It is in an effort to 
avert such entanglements that the present zone is 
proclaimed.

conspicuous features of the current neu- 
trality controversy. 

There appear to be two main reasons for 
this attitude. For one thing, finance and 
industry feel strongly that in many of the 
“post mortems” of the World War they 
were compelled to shoulder an entirely dis- 
proportionate share of the responsibility. 
They intend to see to it, if it is humanly 
possible, that no basis is provided for a 
repetition of these charges. 

For another thing, the events of 1914-21 
have impressed indelibly on the minds of 
most: realistic business men that as a 
means to prosperity, war is a snare and 
a delusion. 

Reports of wartime Reascial measures 
taken in ,Germany, in Canada and in Great 
Britain during the last few days should 
tend even further to solidify this opinion on 
the part of business. Those with long 
enough memories recall that on the occa- 
sion of the World War the really prosper- 
ous phase of the boom, business-wise, oc- 
curred not after this country became a par- 
ticipant, but in 1916 and the first part of 
1917, when we were still neutral. 

A study just prepared by one economist 
shows, for example, that the ratio of net in- 
come of all corporations to gross, after Fed- 
eral taxes, fell from 22.5 per cent in 1916 to 
8.9 per cent in 1918. But if current develop 
ments in the belligerent countries offer any 
clew to what might be expected to happen 
here in the event that this nation had to 
finance a new war—and there is little doubt 
that they do—there is reason to believe 
that the experience of: 1917-21 would, in 
retrospect, seem one of almost unadulterated 
bliss. 

One is so accustomed to regarding sacri- 
fices by the German people as an essential 
element in the nation’s militarization that it 
comes as little surprise to learn that coin- 
cidentally with the issuance of ration cards 
the Government the other day stepped up 
the income tax by 50 per cent. On the other 
hand, no one can read without a distinct 
shock the plans of the British Government. 


T bus widespread opposition of American 
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Britain’s “standard” income tax has been 
raised to 35 per cent immediately, and next 
year it will be moved up to 37% per cent. 
(This compares with our own “normal” 
of 4 per cent!) The British citizen in 1940, 
therefore, will have to pay 7 shillings 6 pence 
out of every pound (20 shillings) of his in- 
come to the Government. 

On top of thisgrise in the rate, the burden 
of the income tax has been increased in 
other ways. In the first place, exemptions 
have been reduced, so that a married man 
is now allowed only £170 for his spouse and 
£50 for each child. In the second place, 
surtax rates have been increased. And in 
the third place, a series of new and drastic 
advances in indirect taxes has been intro- 
duced, which will tend to raise the cost of 
living and thus reduce the citizen's real 
income, 

As to business profits, the British Gov- 
ernment, according to Sir John Simon, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, will shortly 
get around to them. It will impose a 60 
per cent “excess profits” tax which will 
be collected on any profits over and above 
those realized over a pre-war “standard 
period,” as yet umannounced. The tax will 
be modeled on the armaments profits duty 
as applied already in Great Britain. 

That this country, should it find itself 
faced with the necessity of raising an army 
and sending it to Europe, would follow much 
the same lines as England (which proposes 
to meet half its current war costs out of 
taxes) seems certain. 

Most financial experts are in agreement 
on the desirability of a pay-as-you-go policy 
in case of another war to the extent that 
this is possible, because such a policy is re- 
garded as the best means of avoiding the 
inflationary excesses which were so disas- 
trous some 20 years ago. And where we 
had no national debt to worry about on that 
occasion, today ‘we have a debt approxi- 
mately the size of that of England and our 
peacetime spending is running far ahead of 
Britain's. 

Business men are aware of this prospect.

HOW WORKERS RUN 
MEXICAN RAILWAYS 


Operating Expenses Held 
Down to 83 Pct. of Reve. 
nue, Manager Reports. 


Salvador J. Romero of Mexico 
City, 42-year-old former railroad 
workers, who was named chairman 
of the board and general manager 
of the National Railways of Mex- 


ico after the workers took over 
the railroad system May 1, 1938, 
was in St. Louis yesterday to pro- 
mote tourist travel to. his couyn- 
try. 

He brought with him the slogan, 
“You can't be torpedoed on a 
train.” After out'ining advantages 
of travel in Mexico over travel in 
Europe to. reporters in the Mis- 
souri Pacific Building, he answered 
questions about his advancement 
and about control of the Mexican 
railroads by their 65,000 workers. 

Beginning as an office boy at 
the age of 13, he rose to a job as 
assistant dispatcher and finally be- 
came general manager of a small 
railroad line. Then President Car- 
denas, with approval of the Mexi- 
can Congress, turned the railroads 
over to the workers with the un- 
derstanding that operating  ex- 
penses would not exceed 85 per 
cent of gross revenues. The work- 
ers elected him to office. 

“We have kept the operating 
ratio down to 83 per cent,” he said, 
explaining that the 2 per cent dif- 
ference was what interested the 
workers. Under the 85 per cent 
arrangement, the remaining\15 per 
cent was to be used for improve- 
ments, payment of bonded debt 
and surplus—5.36 per cent for im- 
provements, 5.64 per cent to reduce 
bonded debt and 4 per cent for 
surplus. 

Half the accumulations for sur- 
plus go to the workers, he went on, 
so that the savings in reduced op- 
erating expenses have increased 
these accumulations to 6 per cent, 
with workers getting 3 per cent. 

Reduced expenses have not im- 
paired efficiency or interfered with 
the improvement program, he de- 
clared, adding that 90-pound rails 
on main lines are being replaced 
by 112-pound rails. . There are, he 
declared, no politicians in the 
Mexican railroads now. 


WHITE HOUSE LAWN LIGHTS 
INSPECTED AS TO PRECAUTION 


Flood Lamps May Be Installed as 
Measure of Safety for 
President. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP).— 
Lighting facilities on the grounds 
of the executive mansion are being 
examined to determine their. ade- 
quacy for night time protection. 

Additional lights, perhaps of the 
flood light type, may be installed. 

Extra precautions have been 
taken to protect the President 
since the war broke out in Europe, 
although restrictions on visitors 
entering the White House grounds 
were lifted. Tourists and sight- 
seers still are barred from the 
White House itself, however.

Mechanized Units.

But 
they will not have the freedom of 
movement they had in Poland. 

French artillery seems at least 
equal in quality and munition sup- 
plies to the German. But—and this 
is important—French tanks are su- 
perior to the German, The French 
light illi-ton, 20-ton, 28ton and 
giant 60-ton tanks are protected by 
an almost impenetrable armor of 
special steel which is an Allied 
secret.

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“SUBMARINES WITH 
SFORET DEVIGES == 


‘Virtually Infallible’ Detec- 
tion Machine Supple- 
ments Hydrophones That 
Pick Them Out. 


By JOHN W. CULMER. 

LONDON, Oct. 56 (AP), — The 
British and German navies are 
locked in a battle of techniques. 

Tied up with it is the British hope 
of ultimate and possibly early de- 
feat of the German submarine cam- 
paign against Allied merchant ship- 


ping. 

Although admiralty officials will 
not talk, students*of wartime tech- 
nique give an idea of the nature of 
the problem and the measures the 
Navy is taking to meet it. 

Torpedoes have been improved 
since the World War, but so have 
lepth charges—main offensive wea- 
pon against submarines. 

The modern heater torpedo, driv- 
en by superheated steam and 
equally exploited by Great Britain 
and Germany, does not leave ° the 
objectionable and telltale bubbie 
track that was a fault of the com- 
pressed-air type. By watching the 
bubbles, clever helmsmen were able 
to dodge after the old-style torpe- 
does were fired. 

How Depth Bombs Function. 


Depth bombs, shaped somewhat 
like steel oil drums, are either 


dropped from skids at the stern of 


an attacking destroyer or lobbea 
out about 40 yards from the side of 
the ship by howitzers. 

Exploding underwater, a nearby 
depth charge may crush or spring 
the hull plates of a submarine by a 
sudden increase in the water pres- 
sure. ! 

“The actual distance at which 
depth charge must explode from a 
submarine to crush its hull is a se- 
cret,” says Lieutenant-Commander 
Kenneth Edwards, a British naval 
authority, in a standard work. “But 
even if it does not crush it com- 
pletely, it is likely to do extensive 
damage.” 

Britain has virtually abandoned 
the anti-torpedo nets slung on 
booms from the sides of ships dur- 
ing the World War. The nets sel- 
dom proved strong enough to stop 
a torpedo, and their weight reduced 
speed and hampered maneuvers, 

Bigger and stronger nets, dé- 
signed to stop and engangle an 
attacking submarine icself, now are 
strung across the entrances to 
every British port. 

Secret U-Boat Detector. 

Britain has improved submarine 
detection apparatus, details of 
which have been carefully hidden. 
Successive admiralty officials have 
dropped dark hints in Parliament, 
however, of a virtually infallible 
machine. 

Lord Stanhope, then First Lord 
of the Admiralty, told the House 
of Lords last August that Brifain 
had such an apparatus and fhat 
other countries were aware of its 
value, adding, “I'do not think they 
have got this apparatus or any- 
thing like it.” 

He pointed out that the threat 
of its use was sufficient to stop 
mysterious submarine attacks on 
Mediterranean shtpping some time 
previously. 

Hydrophone Greatly Improved. 

The hydrophone, a highly sen- 
sitive electrical ear fitted to the 
hull of every warship, has been 
‘greatly improved by every world 
naval power since 1918. The great 
sensitivity and accuracy of this de- 


ship to comb undersea sections 
systematically, whereas the World 
War type “listened” indiscriminate- 
ly. From the mass of undersea 
sounds it then was difficult or 
impossible to distinguish the pres- 
ence or location of a submarine. 

The Admiralty plans by the end 
of this month to have in service 
a submarine-hunting force’ three 
times as great as that at the start 
of the war. In addition, dockyards 
throughout Britain are busy placing 
defensive armaments on hundreds 
of merchant vessels, harried by un- 
dersea boats since the day Britain

The relations were broken last 
Feb. 24 when Hungary signed the 
anti-Comintern pact (joining Ger- 
many, Italy, Japan and Spain). 

It was announced officially that 
Jozef Cristoffy, former counselor 
of the Hungarian Legation in War- 
saw, had been designated as Min- 
ister to Moscow. 

German eagerness to increase 
the flow of war supplies from Hun- 
gary, meanwhile, was seen in diplo- 
matic quarters in the appointment 
of a permanent German Consul at 
Szeged, in the heart of a rich Hun- 
garian agricultural section. 

With Southeastern Europe anxi- 
ous to preserve its sideline role 
in the European war, a general 
truce among all Rumanian political 
parties was proposed in an attempt 
to “get our own house in order for 
any eventuality.” 

Two Rumanian minority groups 
made new demands, however. A 
representative of 800,000 Germans 
complained to Premier Constantin 
Argetoianu about their treatment 
and was assured immediate steps 
would be taken. The Hungarian 
group of 1,900,000 made a new pro- 
test that it could not send its chil- 
dren to schools of its own selection. 

Signs of improved relations 
among the Southeastern § states 
were seen in the opening of Greek- 
Yugoslav trade treaty negotiations 
at Belgrade and in the arrival of 
a Turkish delegation to witness a 
Bulgarain troop review. 

Military preparations continued, 
nevertheless. Hungary announced 
public instruction in the use of 
gas masks and Rumania planned 
its first blackout next Monday. 


POPE'S ENGYCLICAL OCT. 29 
TO CONTAIN PEACE APPEAL 


VATICAN CITY, Oct. 5 (AP).— 
Vatican prelates said today they 
expected that Pope Pius would issue 
the first encyclical of his reign 
‘on Oct. 29, the festival of Christ 
the King, and that it would contain 
an appeal for peace. 

It was said the pontiff had been 
working on such a document since 
he went to Castel Gandolfo on July 
24. Originally, prelates said, it was 
drafted for delivery in August, but 
this was postponed because of in- 
ternational developments.

Choice for Hitler. 


But the peace offensive—in the 
opinion of most observers—will not 
succeed. Once it fails, Fuehrer 
Adolf Hitler has a choice between 
surrender or slow strangulation, or 
widening the field of operations to 
places where his superior numbers, 
his motorized columns and his 
present superiority in bombers 
might offer hope of victory. Méili- 
tary men agree such places might 
conceivably be found in Southeast- 
ern Europe, in Italy, in Switzer- 
land, or finally, in the Belgium- 
Holland area. Each has certain 
disadvantages, 

In the southeast, Hungary, Yugo- 
slavia and Turkey would offer stiff 
resistance and it is problematical 
whether, in time of war, Hitler 
could spare the technicians to de- 
velop the supplies of raw materials 
he needs or that these supplies, 
even if developed, would suffice. 

Italy, with North African posses- 
sions, is a risky ally for Germany, 
for, if defeated, it would become an 
immediate liability. Switzerland is 
a tough nut for anyone and does 
not really offer the key to. France 
unless the entire Jura is over- 
run. Holland and Belgium on the 
other hand are over-confident, rela- 
tively weak states. There, if any- 
where, would seem to be the likeli- 
est field for new military opera- 
tions. 

For all these reasons, French of- 
ficers of the Maginot line believe 
that the Germans must attack in 
the low countries or surrender.

Riaid Training 
ls Essential 
For Football 


Strength, Endurance, Speed 
and Accuracy Can Be Ac- 
quired.

667 RAINING,” in the athletic 
T sense, implies that by spe- 
cial and directed efforts and 
practice you can improve those 
functions of the body that are 
required for skill im playing a cer- 
tain game. And from the stand- 
point of the physiologist this is 
sound doctrine. 
The ambitious football player in 
grade school or high school can 
depend upon it, that if he will 
begin to train himself, he will be- 
come more and more adept, up to 
the limit of his powers. Whether 
he will become a star or not is 
something that is on the laps of 
the gods, or, rather, on the laps of 
his ancestors. Stars are born, but 
they are also made. All stars have 
trained, probably more than the 
dub, 
The football player needs 
strength, endurance, speed and ac- 
curacy. 
Strength and endurance are 
partly born in the body, but will 
always be developed as any kind 
of training continues. Basic train- 
ing — running, jogging, hiking, 
throwing, catching — all. develop 
speed and wind, which is the main- 
spring of endurance. 

The football candidate can learn 

to be fast by practicing speed in 
starting to run, Practice concen- 
tration. You have to be thinking 
about a quick start. Practice 
breathing—you need air to run. 
Take a big breath before starting 
and then hold it for the start. This 
gives your body a set so that you 
can. move at the moment of the 
snap. 
You start from the crouch. Start 
to run before you straighten up. 
Practice this until you can do it 
as well before you begin to rise. 
Keep your feet wide apart while 
running if you are training for 
football. Practice dodging, feint- 
ing and changing direction. At full 
speed practice jumping over low 
obstacles. 

Starting in football is different 
from starting in track events. On 
the track you start from one posi- 
tion; in football from any number 
of positions. The good football 
player runs with short, quick, 
choppy steps. He has no rhythm. 
A friend of mine used to attend 
vaudeville with me in the old days 
when there was vaudeville, and 
whenever we watched acrobats he 
used to say,“ I don’t see those fel- 
lows up there in nice clean tights 
and spangles. I see a couple of 
dirty, shabby guys in an attic or a 
loft or a gymnasium endlessly do- 
ing over and over again what they 
are doing so smoothly now.” That 
is true of any star performance 
from piano playing to football. It 
is the hard and eternal practice all 
by yourself with no contest, no 
crowd to applaud, going over the 
same thing again and again, that 
is “training.” 

Accuracy is a question of the 
senses and the finer adjustments 
of the nervous system. You must 
train your marginal vision, train 
hand and eye to work in unison. 
The eye must follow the ball into 
the hand in catching. It must be 


The hands are the hardest of all 
to train. I have seen two football 
players sit for hours three yards 
apart and endlessly pass the ball 
from one to the other to train 
touch and feeling. Tenseness must 
\be overcome. Hands must be flex- 
ible.

But these rights are not easily 
foresworn and so when they are 
withdrawn a certain number of 
you will hold secret meetings, if 
only because misery loves com- 
pany. 

Because a shackled press will no 
longer tell you the true state of af- 
fairs you will speculate privately. 
Because you are not allowed to 
talk out loud you will whisper. 

But such secret meetings, such 
speculation, such whispers are dan- 
gerous to a warring nation. So the 
inevitable consequence would be 
establishment of a secret police 
force. 

That may seem incredible. But 
it’s not unlikely. Russia has its 
Ogpu, Germany its Gestapo, Italy 
its Ovra. I have lived under dic- 
tatorship in Italy and know the 
shadow of fear falls into the far- 
thest corner of the - humblest 
homes. 

In such a secret police force 
there will be a paid personnel and 
a “volunteer” corps working on a 
commission basis. Such informers 
will be paid for information con- 
cerning what you say, whom you 
see, with whom you correspond, 

If the pay for informers is high 
enough, it is conceivable that you 
might be imprisoned merely be- 
cause your maid didn’t like you 
and made up a fancy story.
